STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


THE object of this Bill is to give effect to such of the recommendations made by the 
Jury Commission of 1894 as have been approved by the Government of India and Her 


Majesty's Secretary of State. 


2. Section 1, sub-section (7), of the Bill purports to amend section 269 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1882, so as to require the previous sanction of the Governor General 
in Council when it is desired by a Local Government under that section to extend or 


restrict the system of trial by jury. 


3. By sections 1, sub-section (2), 2,6 and 7 the necessary amendments in the Code are 
roposed in order to enable a Local Government to declare that in certain districts special 
ury lists shall be prepared and the services of special jurors utilized in any cas¢ triable b 

jury if the Sessions Judge, on application made to him or of his own motion, so directs, It 
is provided that the jurors borne on such special lists shall be persons selected from the 
ordinary jury lists on account of their superior qualifications, and also that service asa 
special juror shall be taken into account merely as service on a common jury and shall not 
entitle a juror to exemption from serving in his turn with common jurors, 


4. Section 5 of the Bill makes an addition to section 319 of the Code with the object: 
of empowering a Local Government, when necessary, to declare that jurors or assessors 
may be summoned from an area other than the “ district in which they reside.” 


5. In view of the difficulty experienced by Sessions Judges in bringing the minds of 
juries into contact with the various essential considerations on which in many cases, 
depends the return of a proper verdict as to the offence (if any) committed, it is proposed 
by section 3 of the Bill toamend section 303 of the Code so as to empower the Judge to. 
require from the jury, either before or after, or both before and after, the return of their 
verdict, separate findings on any issues of fact which he may consider material. 


6, Section 307 of the Code it is desired to amend by section 4 of the Bill in order to. a 
define more precisely the duties of a Sessions Judge and of the High Court, respectively, 
in cases in which the former disagrees with the verdict of,a jury.
